Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informality: The word "its" (Line 6) lack of 
antecedent. Correction is required. 

Claims 1, 7 and 10 are objected to because of the following informality: The word "i.e." (Lines 6, 4 
and 2 respectively) should be - or Correction is required. 

Claims 1 and 9 are objected to because of the following informality: The word "off-" (Lines 7 and 2 
respectively) should be - offline Correction is required. 

Claims 1 is objected to because of the following informality: The words "either directly or together 
with additional ... in order to be able to ... therefore also a possible" (Lines 10-11) are indefinite and wordy 
and should be rewritten. Correction is required. 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informality: The word "preferably" (Line 5) is 
indefinite. Correction is required. 

Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informality: The words "whereby especially ... and 
therefore" (Lines 3-4) are wordy. Correction is required. 

Claims 3 and 7 are objected to because of the following informality: The word "their" (Lines 5 and 4 
respectively) lack of antecedent. Correction is required. 

Claims 6 and 9 are objected to because of the following informality: The word "suchlike" (Line 3) is 
indefinite. Correction is required. 

Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informality: The word "etc." (Line 4) is indefinite. 
Correction is required. 

Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informality: The word "especially" (Line 5) is 
indefinite. Correction is required. 

Claims 9-1 0 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for failing 
to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend 
the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 
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Examiner noted the possibility that the claims language were derived from a computerized 
translation. Examiner experienced difficulty understanding and interpreting. Therefore, it is advised that 
Applicant follows the proper claim language use for US application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any 
new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements of this 
title. 

Claims 1-5, 7 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

With respect to claims 1-5, 7 and 9-10, the methods do not produce a tangible result. It is unclear 
how the determination of dimensions, temperature, pressure and/or force results are being measured and 
evaluated and whether the results are being stored, displayed, or used in any tangible manner.
